We Must Do Great 
Business This 
Year-—And 
We Will. 


Fer more than a year I have 
been snatching moments to use 
in preparing a plan for system- 
atic evangelization and conser- 
vation of the evangelistic field 
when evangelized. The plan is 
not yet matured, but if the Lord 
tarries and God spares and con- 


and grit, a campaign shall be 
opened upon this world that 
will startle the religious enthu- 
siasts who have been studying 
the subject for years. 

While the subject has had my 
attention to a very limited de- 
gree for a considerable length 
of time I felt myself move up 
several degrees at the Assem- 
bly when Alonzo Gann _inci- 
dentally stated that the Israel- 
ites were so well organized and 
trained that they did not even 
shout until orders were given 
by their General “Joshua for 
that part of their war program 
to commence. And when they 
shouted the wall fell down flat 
and the city was taken. 

That whole campaign around 
Jericho was orderly and system- 
atic. The whole army was faith- 
ful in obeying the orders given. 
There was no cross firing, no 
renegading, no objections 
raised, no suggestions offered, 
and no pulling on Joshua trying 
to get him to change his war 
program. All seemed satisfied 
to follow instructions and were 
ready to shout when orders 
were given. If they had _ dis- 
obeyed beforehand and talked 
themselves out they would not 
have felt much like shouting. 
But as it was, every mouth was 
ready to fly open and shout with 
the voice of triumph. 


We have the doctrine, there 
is no question about that. It is 
perfectly clear to all that the 
gospel must be preached and 
that sinners must repent in an- 
swer to their convictions and 
condemned consciences, and be 
saved from their sins; that 
saved people must be baptized 
with water and sanctified, and 
afterwards baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and speak with 
other tongues as the Spirit 
gives the utterance, and then go 
“on and obey the requirements 
of the gospel in all things. And 
besides having the doctrine we 
have the government as far as 
light has dawned with the ex- 
ception, probably, of some _ ex- 
tra touches to put it into full 
operation. We have the spirit- 


uality because we keep our all, 


on the altar and are gradually 
deepening into God. And surely 
now the next thing before us 
is the organized campaign to 
move the world. 


Our people are learning 
obedience nicely. And organiza- 
tion cannot be effective without 
obedience. This is what gave to 
the Assembly the beautiful hue 
and luster of a sunrise in heav- 
en. The Holy Spirit can weave 
His sweetest influences through 
such a congregation as_ that. 
The organization was not quite 
as thorough and complete as I 
had hoped, but it was so near 
perfect that God surely saw our 
desires and intentions, and of 
course knew how hard we 
had ‘worked to get it complete, 


so the machinery run on well 
with but very little friction or 
rattle. The friction could scarce- 
ly be detected by an _ inexperi- 
enced ear. A part of the organ- 
ization was new this year and 
had to be operated by inexperi- 
enced operators, but they all 
did their work so well that 
there was scarcely a jostle in 
the whole machine. And O 
what beautiful products were 
‘turned out! Wasn’t it wonderful 
to behold the entire operation! 


Now I conclude that if we 
can organize a great assembly 
of four or five thousand people 
so nearly after God’s order that 
He will honor us with His pres- 
ence so wonderfully that we 
can organize a world evangelis- 
tic and conservation campaign 
that will court His favor to the 
extent that He will give us His 
glorious presence in as_ great 
a measure or even greater. 


One advantage the Assembly 
has over the field is that, in the 
Assembly it was organization 
in close quarters, and on the 
field it will be different. But with 
the same kind of organization 
intensified, and obedience - and 
pliability generalized the sys- 
tem will be just as effective on 
the field as in the Assembly, 
and will certainly draw the 
heavenly feeling over all — 
cerned, that existed in the As- 
sembly. And this same heavenly 


cause it is the very best bate 
that can be found. Then with 
the proper and wise maneuver- 
ings the fish will be enclosed a 
hundred and fifty three (John 
21:11) at a time. 


This perfect organization is 
not yet developed even in our 
mind, but while we wait for 
further particulars of it to be- 
gin to take on form we will go 
on as we are and it is wonder- 
ful how God is honoring our ef- 
forts with our incomplete  or- 
ganization. There are now 
greater opportunities open than 
ever before, and we must rush 
in and use them before they for- 
ever slip away. We are now on 
the drilling campus, learning 
obedience to our superior of- 
ficer. This is what gave the vic- 
tory in the Jericho campaign. 
And this obedience was so per- 
fect that even the portion of 
the wall where the scarlet 
thread hung out did not fall. 
If the men had been unruly 
and had refused to obey the 
commands and instructions of 
Joshua the whole campaign 
would have been a failure. 


There has never been such 
openings for the Church of God 
as there are now. There niust 
be organized movements to ac- 
‘complish the greatest results. 
These will-o’-the-wisp runs only 
have a tendency to demoralize 
| rather than make plain and es- 
itablish. Imagine a machine 
| with no regularity to its mo- 
tions. If one of our big printing 
presses gets the least little bit 
j out of time we have to stop the 
‘whole machine until the proper 
adjustments are made. I see no 
reason why the machinery of 
the Church of God cannot be so 
timed and regulated that the 
work of soul saving will be 
done more on a wholesale line 
than it is now. 


Those who have spent much 
time‘in revival work know that 
the power of the Spirit to save, 
sanctify or baptize with the 
Holy Ghost comes in waves, 
and there are times when the

might, and the seekers seem to 
be doing their best, and not a 
soul gets through. Then there 
are other times when they get 
through with but little effort 
and several get through in one 
meeting. There are reasons for 
this. Joshua and his army went 
around the city day after day 
and apparently nothing done. 
But at last down went the wall. 
The one hundred and twenty 
were tarrying and waiting for 
the power to fall for about ten 
days, but when it did finally fall 
every one of them were swept 
through and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. 


There are deeper depths in 
soul saving yet to explore. We 
know something about it, but 
there is much more yet to learn. 
There is a secret to this. that 
but few have discovered. And it 
is very likely that our most suc- 
cessful evangelists do not fully 
understand the secret of suc- 
cess. Some people can preach, 
and pray and sing and shout 
and have good meetings but no 
souls saved. Others have revi- 
vals and souls are saved in al- 
most every service. When I was 
in the evangelistic work regu- 
larly I had an experience that 
I will never forget. 1 was com- 
paratively young in the work 
then. Incidentally I fell in to a 
place where an experienced re- 
vivalist was in a meeting. It 
was going on very nicely and 
he was doing the preaching and 


made the altar call no one 
came. He exhorted and pleaded 
earnestly with the unsaved to 
come, and we sang and all of 
us did the best we could, but 
not a soul came to the altar. 
He soon got discouraged and 
went away but the meeting con- 
tinued for ten days or two 
weeks and people fell into the 
altar and got saved at every 
service. This is one of the mys- 
teries that is hard to explain, 
and I will not attempt it right 
now, but suffice it to say that I 
happened to preach at the time 
when the Spirit worked. The 
spiritual atmosphere was such 
that the rain fell and the re- 
freshing came from the pres- 
ence of the Lord. 


Another experience comes 
rushing to my memory now. 
Two or three ministers were 
with me in a meeting and it fell 
to my lot to preach on a certain 
night. I did the best I could but 
I felt it was very poor. I was 
about to close without calling 
for an altar service. One or two 
of the brethren sitting by spoke 
in a low tone and urged me to 
give opportunity for sinners to 
come to the altar. I suggested 
that it was no use as I did not 
think any one wanted to come 
and I thought more of it than 
I said to him, but he _ insisted 
saying, “They want to cdme, 
give them an opportunity.” I 
called for a song ang gave the 
invitation and in less time than 
it takes me to tell it the altar 
was full of penitents crying out 
and praying to God for mercy.

Bible like the musician ‘knows, 
the keys on the instrument. He 
goes at his work systematical- 
ly, he touches the keys at the 
right time, he plays on his Bi- 
ble and on his congregation and 
upon the God of heaven. The 
music is grand. The altar is 
filled with seekers at every ser- 


~| vice. He doesn’t even have to 
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I only helped along with the 
singing and praying. A few 
were coming to the altar and 
one or two were saved. One 
day I was much surprised when 
the brother asked me to preach 
at the night service. I asked to 
be excused and told him I would 
rather not preach and that I 
preferred to just go on as usial 
and he preach and 1 would help 
all I could in other ways. But 
he insisted that I preach that 
night, and he said he was in 
prayer and the Lord told him to 
have me preach. Well, when it 
came like that I was afraid to 
back down, so T consented very 
reluctantly to do the best I 
could. The time came for 
preaching and I did the best I 
could, and when I was through 
I gave opportunity for seekers 
to come to the altar and to my 
surprise they fell into the altar 
until it was full. And such 
praying and crying to God as 
they did showed that they 
meant business. Quite a num- 
ber were saved and everybody 
pronounced that a good meet- 
ing. 

The next night came and the 
brother who had charge of the 
meeting preached and to my 
surprise he used the same Scrip- 
ture and the same subject that 
I used the night before and fol- 
lowed along the same line, and 
made about the same applica- 
tions. He handled his subject 
very well and as far as I could

Many similar instances might 
be given which makes me know 


that should be learned by every 
minister. There are certain keys 
to touch that will produce re- 
sults. If these keys are - not 
touched there is but little done 
if any. Peter touched the special 
key on the day of Pentecost. 
Philip touched it down at Sa- 
maria. 

It is not every one that knows 
the secret. In fact, but very few 
who enter the ministry ever 
learn the secret of soul saving. 
How many preachers never 
have a revival! Many of them 
work hard and preach. good, 
but no revival fire follows their 
ministry! People say of them 
that they are not gifted as_ re- 
vivalists. The fact is they have 
never learned the secret—they 
do not know the key and do not 
touch the right key to produce 
results.

Those in 
authority concluded it was time 
for a revival and called an evan- 
gelist. For a few days the work 
went on fine and the outlook 
for a landslide of revival glory 
was apparent. But all of a sud- 
den something occurred that 
turned the power off and all 
that was done afterward was 
by the run of the mathin- 
ery after the power was 
turned off. It gradually 
dwindled down until not even a 
seeker would come to the altar. 
The work was ruined. The 
preachers were: discouraged, 
the whole church received such 
a blow that they scarcely got 
over it for twelve months. I 
never heard of much being said 
about it but every body felt it. 

Soul saving is a_ delicate 
work. The Church of God is a 
machine (Isa. 41:15), and as long 
as itruns on smoothly souls 
will come flocking home. While 
the power is on people will be 
saved, sanctified, baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, and their 
bodies healed, but let some body 
meddle and turn the power off 
and the work will cease. We are 
working to get a set of trained 
workers that are experts— 
those who are so obedient and 
loyal that the power will be 
turned on and not turned off. 
And I think it is about time to 
have a set of trained guards to 
prevent meddlers from turning 
the power off while the opera- 
tors are giving their time to the 
work. 

Greater opportunities are 
open now for the Church of God 
than ever before. The fields are 
white unto harvest. Will we 
make the effort of our lives 
this year, or will we let these

piles we can’t get to yet. I often 
think I will not allow the work 
to get behind any more and 
then comes a landslide of it and 
we are swamped again. 

I am not telling this for com- 
plaint, I am only rejoicing be- 
cause we have it to do. This is 
only speaking great for the 
Church of God. It shows the 
Church of God is doing busi- 
ness. I have three special ste- 
nographers who take dictations 
and use their typewriters every 
day, and three other typewriters 
that are in use more or less ev- 


jery day. This surely shows that 


the Church of God is doing 
great things. Letters are pour- 
ing in at the rate of a thousand 
a week and this means the 
thousands of interested work- 
ers, inquirers, business firms 
over the country, all working 
for the great Church of God 
either directly or indirectly. 

And this has been going on 
for the past year except there 
has been a gradual increase 
week after week. And we fully 
expect this increase to keep in- 
creasing right on week after 
week another year. When peo- 
ple leave the Church of God 
now they are doing it at their 
own peril and everlasting regret 
when they wake up to what 
they have done. And some who 
left a few years ago are making 
desperate efforts to get back 
and almost every. time they 
make a move something hap- 
pens to drag them back again 
before a good opportunity opens 
for them to get in again. The 
knowledge I have of the 
troubled lives and shipwrecks 
so many have had who left the|- 
Church makes me tremble when 
any one departs. I consider it 
a dangerous step no matter 
what the cause may be. 

A few who went away have 
come back, but I do not know 
of one that ever shined as 
bright since coming back as 
they did before they went 
astray. A few, however, who 
have been excluded unjustly, by 
mistake, or wrong understand- 
ing, have been taken back and 
are constantly growing shining 
lights and fine workers. But I 
feel I must throw out a danger 
signal against people deliberate- 
ly pulling out or committing 
some crime that caused the 
Church to exclude them. They 
say they can live as good out 
of the Church as they can in, 
but I notice they don’t do it. 
The past year has witnessed 
some serious cases. Some have 
turned out to be _ notorious 
liars, some went into drunken- 
ness, others to gambling, and if 
I were to take the time doubt- 
less I could find some guilty of 
almost every kind of sin. The 
past year’s experience alone re- 
veals the fact that it is a seri- 
ous thing to leave the Church 
of God. Better never join than 
to join and then depart. It is 
possible to backslide and be re- 
stored, but, I tell you it is cer- 
tainly dangerous to just deliber- 
ately pick up and_ leave the 
Church because something does 
not go to suit you, or commit 


some crime that compels the’ 


Church to exclude you. 

At the close of the year it is 
a custom to look back over the 
year and recount the blessings, 
the joys, the sorrows, the suc- 
cesses or failfres, the work 
done and the: work not done. 
And there is only one experience 
that perfectly satisfies and that 
is a knowledge that one has 
done his best. If I do my best 
and then. fail, it is not so bad 
as to find myself doing things 
in a kind of half hearted way 
and then fail besides. I then 
think when it is too late that I 
might have done better if I had 
put forth more effort and 
strained my nerves and done my 
best. 

I talked with one _ recently 
who started in at the beginning 
of 1921 to go to Sunday school 
every Sunday, but I noticed how 
the shadows played about over 
his face as he told of his fail- 
ure. How much brighter would 
have been the shine on his face 
if he had been successful and 
been at his post every Sunday 
morning. A young man who had 
never attended Sunday school 
so regular in his life is now 
jubilant over the fact that he 





has been _in teistaw school ev- 
ery Sunday for three months. I 
wonder if he won’t feel deter- 
mined to try it for a year com- 
mencing in 1922. If I could on- 
ly have been as_ successful in 
everything else as I have 
been in attending Sunday 
school since I got started 
thirty years ago I would 
have no regrets lurking in the 
dark places of my mind and 
conscience. And for fully twen- 
ty-five years I have endeavored 
to live, talk and act in a man- 
ner so that I could say at the 
end of each year, I have done 
my best under the circumstan- 
ces. Thus I have built up a life 
with but few real regrets. I am 
now entering another year with 
the same determination to do 
my best for the Lord and His 
Church. 

While you tell the old year 
goodby begin right then to 
press into the new with an un- 
bounded zeal for God and press 
your claim for a deeper experi- 
ence of real old fashioned apos- 
tolic religion. We must all work 
together to help each other to 
get deeper into this wonderful 
way.

LEPROSY A TYPE OF 
SIN

Leprosy is not very common in our 
land, but we hear of it once in awhile, 
and when we do hear of it our hearts 
are stirred with sympathy for the 
sufferer, as we realize it means sever- 
ance from loved ones, with no more 
privileges of enjoying the common 
blessings of this life. In short, it is 
a seclusion from all that is pleasant 
and good. What a pity! How our 
hearts should go out to persons s0 
afflicted. 

Brethren, as I think of this disease, 
leprosy, my mind wanders to the sin- 
ner There is no hope for such a man 
or woman except through the blood of 
Jesus. How much sin is like leprosy! 

Let us notice the various likeness- 

es. When leprosy first tnakes its ap- 
pearance, it is only a small spot, but 
it gradually spreacs over the whole 
body, then death comes. My dear 
friends, it is tne same “way with sin. 
It begins in a small way, but gradual- 
ly the sinner gets so deep into the 
things of this world that he is cam- 
pletely covered up with his sins. Soon 
his face and body shows the effect of 
sin. He does not want to have any- 
thing to do with people of God, nor 
can he see the beauty of the Scrip- 
tures. Oh, wretched man that he is! 
This is also how a man begins to 
backslide, he just begins to find fault 
with this thing and that thing and 
that brother has a mote and the first! 
thing you will notice, he is losing out. 
Just a little sin of fault finding. Dear 
ones, it is the little foxes that spoil 
the vines and eat the tender grapes. | 
May God help us to keep this sin) 
out of our lives. 
Leprosy causes a separation from) 
other people. In Num. 5:2-4, we read 
that God told Moses to put every leper 
out of their camp. In like manner, 
sin causes a separation between God 
and man. Isa. 59:2. God hates sin and 
whosoever sinneth is not of God. 
My dear readers, you can see just 
what sin has done for you. As leprosy 
is unclean, so is sin unclean. In the 
first chapter of Isaiah, we read of a 
sinful nation. They were “a people 
laden with iniquity, a seed of  evil- 
doers, children that are corrupters. 
They have forsaken the Lord, they 
have provoked the Holy One of Israel 
unto anger, they are gone away back- 
ward.” Sin does not come from a pure 
heart. It defiles the mind and corrupts 
the body. Leprosy is very contagious 
so is sin contagious. In Ephesians 5: 
11, we read, “Have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them.” In Prov. 4:14. 
15, “Enter not into the path of the 
wicked, and go not in the way of evil 
men. Avoid it, pass not by it, turn 
from it, and pass away.” 
You see the wicked have an _ in- 
fluence, but it is not for good. They 
seek to draw others to them and cause 
them to commit sin. They will ask 
you to go with them to places of 
amusement such as the saloon, the 
gambling den, the theatre, the dance 
hall; evér so many places may be 
mentioned. They are alluring and in- 
viting to most of the people today, 
but God’s Word says pass by it; have 
no fellowship with such. 


Leprosy is an incurable disease, no 
doctor has yet been able to find a 
remedy.
